The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  the  i)ean,  the 
Treasurer,  the  Minute  Secretary,  and  any  other  offic«)r  who 
may,  in  addition  to  th^.^e,  be  required.  All  these  shall  be 
appointed  to  their  respective  positions,  under  the  power  ffivpn 
to  the  Corporation,  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  College. 

ill.  Five  members  of  the  Corporfjtion  Shall  constitute  a

XXII  The  Medical  Faculty  of  Trinity  Medical  College 
shall  consist  of  all  the  Members  of  the  Corporation,  and  all 
other  Professors,  Lectun  rs  or  Demonstrators,  who  are  engaged 
in  the  ordinary  teaching  work  of  the  College. 

XXIII.'  The  Medical  Faculty  may  be  called  together  by 
/  the  Dean  when  any  matter  of  general  interest'calls  for  such  a 
meeting-as  for  the  reading  of  the  draft  of  a  new  announce- 
ment, or  making  out  a  new  time-table,  or  in  ^ny  case  of  Col- 
Jece  discipline,  or  any  other  matter  in  which  the  Corporation 
desires  to  consult  the  entire  Faculty-but  at  such  meeting  no 
financial  matter»,.shall  be  discussed  and  no  new  appointments 
n.ade.  The  same  regulations  shall  be  ol)serv('d  as  to  the 
Dean  occupyjug  the  ch>nr,  or,  in  his  absence,  some  one  shall 
be  appointed  chairman  pro  tern  ;  also,  in  regard  to  the  voting 
of  the  chairman,  as  are  laid  down  for  the  meetnigs  of  the  Cor- 
poration. In  all  i^'ttcw%  meetings  Acven  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

XXIV  All  business  discussed  or  transacted  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Faculty  shall,  as  in  the  case  of  Corporation  meet- 
ings, be  regarded  by  all  present  as  strictly  cpntidential. 

XXV  As  regards  the  interest  which  each  Professor  or 
Lecturer  in  Trinity  Medical  College,  who  is  a  member  of  the
